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DETAILED ACTION 

The previous retriction is now withdrawed and the new retriction is applied. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121, this 
application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Group I. Figures 1, 2A-D, and 7 are drawn to structure of a vertically lasing 

semiconductor optical amplifier (VLSOA) which is a semiconductor laser 

device, classified in class 372, subclass 43. 
Group II. Figures 3-5 and 1 1-12 are drawn to structures of NOT, NAND, AND, 

NOR gates which are logic gates, classified in class 359, subclass 108. 
Group III. Figure 6 is drawn to a structure of an optical astable multivibrator, 

classified in class 372, subclass 38 
Group IV. Figures 7-9 are drawn to structures of tunable VLSOA cavities, classified 

in class 372, subclass 92 
Group V. Figures 10 and 13 are directed into the subject matter of optical latches 

which is laser logic gate, classified in class 372, subclass 8. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
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held to be allowable. Currently, none of the claims are generic to the species as set forth in 
Groups I-V above because Group I-V are divergent subject matters drawn into different 
inventions. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
